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Rapist’s sentence increased after appeai by Soiicitor Generai

A RAPIST’S jail sentence has 
been doubled following an appeal 
by the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Steven Norris, 40, of Heygate 
Avenue, Southend, was given a 10- 
year jail term at Southend Crown 
Court in July for four counts of 
rape. 

The CPS said the sentence was 
unduly lenient and referred the 
case to the Court of Appeal. 


The case was presented in court 
on Tuesday by the Solicitor 
General, Robert Buckland QC. 

The Court of Appeal increased 
the sentence in recognition that the 
original sentences were unduly 
lenient. 

Norris saw his sentence increase 
to 21 years, with the court ruling 
that 16 years should be custodial. 

Mr Buckland QC said: “Over a 
long period of time, the offender 
abused his victim, who was left 
traumatised by the assaults. 


“The offender denied the allega¬ 
tions, meaning the victim had to 
testify in court. 

“I am very pleased that the Court 
of Appeal has increased the sen¬ 
tence and I hope that this encour¬ 
ages victims of sexual abuse to 
continue to come forward.” 

In February, Norris was also con¬ 
victed of two counts of assault 
causing actual bodily harm. 

The jury could not reach verdicts 
in relation to four counts of rape 
and the case was listed for re-trial. 


He was convicted of four counts 
of rape and sentencing was 
adjourned for reports. 

Mr Buckland QC said Norris 
raped his victim regularly for 
around three-and-a-half years, 
sometimes assaulting her at the 
same time. 

On one occasion he pushed his 
victim from height, causing frac¬ 
tures to both of her feet. 

Norris denied all charges of 
physical violence and claimed the 
sexual intercourse was consensual.

A MOBILITY scooter user from Leigh-on-Sea said 
he desperately needs an entry and exit point to 
Belfairs Woods in Vardon Drive. 

At the moment Steve Jordan, 58, is unable to cut 
across the woods to visit his mother who lives on the 
other side in Cricket Field Road. 

Former BT engineer Steve told the YA: “At the 
moment there is a kissing gate in Vardon Drive 
which is impossible for me to get through in a 
mobility scooter. 

“No one in either a mobility scooter or in a wheel¬ 
chair can get into Belfairs Woods from Vardon Drive 
as the gate makes this impossible, it’s too narrow 
and you have to turn it as well to gain entry.” 

Steve was forced into early retirement on the 
grounds of ill health. 

He added: “Fm forced to use a mobility scooter, 
sometimes I am in so much pain, I am bed-ridden as 
my limbs ache and they feel as though they are 
burning up. 

“I can’t walk much at all now.” 

At the time of going to press, the YA was waiting 
for a comment from Southend Council into the pos¬ 
sibility of swapping the kissing gate for something 
more appropriate for Steve and other mobility and 
wheelchair users. 



Cancer patient says charity saved her life 


A CANCER survivor has credited 
Southend’s Lady McAdden breast 
care charity for saving her life. 

Kim Smith, 55, said she visited 
her former doctors surgery 
because she was experiencing a 
strange sensation in one of her 
breasts.

Southend United fans turn up in numbers to giimpse exciting plans for club’s new home 

‘A stadium to put us on the map’ 


HUNDREDS of supporters flocked to 
Roots Hall to view Southend United’s 
plans for a new stadium. 

Last week, the Yellow Advertiser 
reported that the club was staging two 
open days to give residents and fans a 
chance to see the proposed development. 

The sessions, held on Thursday and 
Friday last week, included an exhibition 
about the relocation of the club from 
Roots Hall in Victoria Avenue to Fossetts 
Farm, Eastern Avenue, Southend. 

Blues have played at Roots Hall since 
1955 and club bosses said they were 
thrilled with the number of people who 
turned up to see the plans. 

The scheme will deliver a new stadium 
for 21,000 fans, incorporating a 131-bed 
hotel and residential development. 

There will be also be 12-screen cine¬ 
ma, shops and restaurants plus soccer 
domes, one for the community and 
another for the club’s academy.

THE planning consultant work¬ 
ing for Southend United and 
property firm British Land 
believes the club are close to 
moving to their new home, writes 
BRIAN JEEVES. 

Mary Power said: “We think it’s 
very close because of the influ¬ 
ence of British Land. They are 
already looking at signing up 
Cineworld. Retailers will come 
on board next, but they’re not 
there yet because the scheme is 
still evolving. We need planning 
permission first before we can 
sign up retailers and restaurateurs 
to the scheme. The programme is 
to be submitted in December.” 


Blues’ chief executive Steve 
Kavanagh said: “It’s important to 
the whole town in terms of 
putting us on the map as a 21st 
century stadium and moving the 
club forward. We are getting 
things right on the pitch now and 
developing that side and we now 
need the facilities to go with that 
to allow the club to grow, flourish 
and develop and to take us on 
again. It’s vitally important that 
everybody in the town can see 


that and get behind it.” 

Manager Phil Brown explained: 
“I’ve seen clubs go from perenni¬ 
al first and second division sides 
such as Bolton Wanderers in the 
80s to providing a platform to get 
into the Premier League. From a 
football perspective you always 
need investment on the field. 

“But off the field, if you’ve got 
the infrastructure and fabric of a 
Premier League club, it starts 
with a new stadium, a fan base. 


good quality players and a chair¬ 
man and manager with ambition. 

“I think we’ve got all that in 
place, this is just that next step¬ 
ping stone. 

“One of the main reasons I’m 
here is the promise of a new sta¬ 
dium being built.” 

He added: “Now we are seeing 
the fruits of the chairman’s labour 
over the last couple of years. I’ve 
just signed a new contract, we’ve 
brought in seven new players that 
have played at a higher level. 

“We’re not messing around 
with this division, we are showing 
signs of ambition of going up 
again.”

Medics say the NHS health check 
is an in-depth analysis checking 
vascular and circulatory health, and 
in turn weighing up personal risk of 
developing the illnesses. 

Health bosses said patients 
should think of the NHS health 


check as a midlife MoT. 

They said it checks the body’s 
most important systems, including 
other results such as blood pres¬ 
sure, cholesterol and BMI. 

The check is available to people 
between the ages of 40 and 74 who 
are not already identified as having 
had a heart attack, stroke, angina or 
diabetes. 

Patients will get their results 


straight away. 

Dr Marjorie Gillespie is medical 
director at Care UK, which runs St 
Luke’s health centre in Pantile 
Avenue on behalf of the local NHS. 

She said: “The NHS health check 
is totally free of charge and assess¬ 
es your risk of developing heart dis¬ 
ease, stroke, kidney disease or dia¬ 
betes. By taking early action, peo¬ 
ple can improve their health and 


make lifestyle changes to help pre¬ 
vent the onset of these conditions.” 

St Luke’s health centre is open 
8am-8pm, 365 days a year for 
walk-in patients. 

The extended hours have also 
made it a very popular choice with 
patients who have chosen it as their 
registered GP surgery.

CHOICE retail legend Con 
Donovan has died at the age of 
81. 

Con, who was a firm 
favourite among staff, cus¬ 
tomers and VIPs, ended up 
with the biggest family-run 
business in Essex. 

He employed more than 500 
people in 22 retail outlets 
across Essex and the south east. 

Con, who died on Friday, 
opened the successful Choice 
discount retail outlet in 
Hadleigh almost 50 years ago.

YA reporter Suzi Muston met 
him several times at Choice 
head office in Rectory Road, 
Hadleigh. He told her: “I grew 
up in Stepney into a family of 
dockers. I didn’t want to 
become a docker, I wanted to 
get into retail. 

“I was the first boy in our 
family who didn’t follow suit 
and the older men took the 
mickey a bit as they saw fash¬ 
ion as a bit girly, so I really had 
to prove I made the right deci¬ 
sion.” 

He started as a teenage van 
driver and his gift for trading, 
honed on the streets of the East 
End, served him well and he

found more work in Essex. 

Con said: “Essex was a fan¬ 
tastic place to trade. The best 
area was Southend, it was 
incredible. It was so good, 
Kath and I decided to leave the 
East End in 1961 and move to 
Benfleet.” 

Con was described affection¬ 
ately by staff who said he had 
“old school family values” and 
was known to have helped to 
pay the funeral costs for staff 
who had lost a family member. 

Staff also had the opportunity 
to win a fantastic prize every 
day with lavish overseas holi¬ 
days paid for by Con. 

The business is now run by 
three of Kath and Con’s chil¬ 


dren, David, Mark, Phillip and 
Neil. Con’s legacy now sees his 
shops not only selling men, 
women’s and children’s clothes 
but also shoes, jewellery, beds, 
sofas, tables, mirrors, pictures, 
garden furniture, lighting and 
more. 

Liz Marshall was Con’s per¬ 
sonal assistant for more than 18 
years and headed up the firm’s 
human resources department. 

She said: “Con never lost his 
roots, he knew what it was like 
to have nothing. He was 
extremely kind and thoughtful 
and would help all the staff in 
any way he could.” 

Deborah Duncan worked 
closely with Con for more than 
10 years. 

Deborah, who oversees the 
firm’s accounts and mainte¬ 
nance, said: “It’s a very sad 
time for us here. Kath, Con’s 
daughter Frances and the boys 
have all been in and it’s been 
lovely to see them all. 

“As we are quite a small 
office, everyone cares about 
each other and knows what’s 
going on.” 

Con and Kath raised substan¬ 
tial amounts of money over the 
years for charities including 
Thundersley’s Little Havens 
Hospice, Southend Mind and 
Lady McAdden Breast 
Screening Trust.

THE ESSEX Fire Service has 
issued a warning about chil¬ 
dren’s Halloween costumes. 

Firefighters urged parents to 
take care when selecting kids’ 
outfits. 

The plea comes one year 
after TV presenter Claudia 
Winkleman’s daughter suffered 
serious burns when her 
Halloween costume caught 
light. 

Divisional officer Neil 
Fenwick said: “Every year on 
Halloween many adults and 
children are injured in acci¬ 
dents where lighted candles or 
fireworks have come into con¬ 
tact with costumes. 

“These costumes can be 
extremely flammable, espe¬ 
cially if they involve plastic bin 
liners, so it is important to take 
extra care with naked flames. 

“Pumpkin lanterns can also 
be dangerous. It is important to 
make sure that candles in them 
are properly secured and that 
the lanterns are fully extin¬ 
guished when no one is in the 
room our best advice is use 
candles effect LEDF lights. 
They are a far safer alternative 
to naked flames.” 

A fire service spokesman 
added: “Recently the dangers 
posed by children’s fancy dress 
costumes, which can easily and 


quickly catch fire, have been 
highlighted. 

“Currently, children’s fancy 
dress costumes are classified 
as toys rather than clothes and 
are not covered by the same 
safety regulations. There is no 
requirement for them to be 
fire-proofed or fire retardant. 


“Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service has joined 
callers from the Chief Fire 
Officers’ Association for this 
classification to be changed so 
that fancy dress costumes are 
subject to the same safety stan¬ 
dards as children’s night¬ 
clothes.”

Southend Museums’ educa¬ 
tion officer Rob Colby-Blake 
said representatives from dif¬ 
ferent priories would travel to 
Cluny Abbey for annual gath¬ 
erings to receive instructions. 

He said; “At the time, 
French monastic orders in 
England had to give money 
to the crown to help support 
the army - a tough test of 
loyalty when the English 
were fighting the French. 

“Some priories couldn’t, or 
wouldn’t pay, and were there¬ 
fore forced to close down. 

“The flourishing Prittlewell 
Priory, which was making 
the tidy sum of £100-£150 a 
year, was able to pay its dues 
and therefore stay open.” 

Prittlewell Priory Museum, 
Priory Park, Victoria Avenue, 
Southend, is open Tuesdays 
to Saturdays from 10am- 
5pm and on Sundays from 
llam-4pm. Admission is 
free. Southchurch Hall in 
Southchurch Hall Close, 
built between 1321 and 1364 
was a moated manor house at 
the time of Agincourt.

Essex archers at Agincourt 



OCTOBER 25 marked the 
600th anniversary of Henry 
V’s famous victory over the 
“Flower of France” at 
Agincourt in 1416. 

One of the enduring lega¬ 
cies of Henry’s against-all- 
odds triumph was the two¬ 
fingered V-sign. Legend has 
it that if captured, the 
French would cut off the 
index and middle fingers of 
English or Welsh longbow- 
mens’ right hands, thus 
depriving them of two of the 
three digits needed to draw 
their weapon. 

Closer to home and simi¬ 
larly shrouded in the mists of 
time, the impressive tower 
of St Nicholas’ Church in 
Canewdon, near Rochford, 
is said to have been built by 
Henry V in thanksgiving for 
his victory at the Battle of 


Agincourt. 

For a more tangible sense 
of Essex’s role in the battle, a 
visit to Hedingham Castle 
makes for a great day out. 

Even today, the Norman 
keep and castle grounds 
would still look familiar to its 
then owner, Richard de Vere. 

By the time he was 30 
years old, his wealth and 
position at court, meant that 
he was one of the comman¬ 
ders with Henry on the field 
of battle in 1415. De Vere 
also supplied 39 men-at- 
arms and 60 of the decisive, 
battle-winning archers. 

Today, de Vere’s descen¬ 
dants still live at Hedingham 
Castle and regularly host 
vivid and exciting re-enact¬ 
ments of medieval jousting 
tournaments. 

A wonderful stone effigy of 


de Vere, in full armour, and 
lying next to his second wife 
Alice Sergeaux now rests in 
St Stephens’ Chapel, out¬ 
side the village of Bures. 

At the Essex Record Cffice 
in Chelmsford you don’t 
need to be a professional 
historian like David Starkey 
or Simon Schama to see 
some of the fascinating doc¬ 
uments and artefacts that 
illustrate English life in the 
15th century. 

To mark the anniversary of 
Agincourt, the office has 
created a small exhibition of 
objects and records that 
date back to the time of the 
battle.

Laindon 
needs help 

AT the last full Basildon 
Council meeting, the leader 
defended his council’s actions 
on the supposed regeneration 
of the district. 

He claims that as a Basildon- 
bom lad, he had never, for 
example, seen Pitsea looking 
better. He challenged anyone 
to view Pitsea and then not 
agree. I have taken the chal¬ 
lenge and cannot understand 
from whence his opinions 
come. I remember the market 


being a vibrant busy trading 
area. I venture to suggest the 
area now called a market fails 
to meet the previous success 
criteria. Where are the hordes 
of people queuing to use the 
swimming pool? Oh, not a 
chance. The pool was sacri¬ 
ficed on the altar of regenera¬ 
tion otherwise known as 
supermarket ambitions. 

He claimed that Laindon 
shopping area was improved 
since Swan Housing became 
involved, with the site being 
more attractive.

MP duped over ‘drug’ 
will sit on committee

Conservative MP David 
Amess has been appointed as 
chairman of the 
Government’s psychoactive 
substances bill committee. 

Mr Amess, 63, was duped 
into believing a made-up 
drug called cake was a threat 
to society in 1997. 

At the time, the YA, along 


with the nation’s media, 
reported how Mr Amess 
referred to the fictitious drug 
as ‘a big yellow death bullet’ 
during Channel 4’s satirical 
show Brass Eye. He was one 
of many high profile celebri¬ 
ties who spoke out against 
the bogus drug that made 
people ‘cry out all the water 
from their body or vomit up 
their own pelvis bones’. 

Despite the incident, Mr 
Amess will head up the 


Government’s psychoactive 
substances committee. 

During the TV programme, 
Mr Amess said: “Look at 
that, a £100,000 in the pock¬ 
et of the filth that sells it. A 
big yellow death bullet in the 
head of some poor user - or 
custard gannet as the dealers 
call them.” 

Mr Amess even posed 
questions about the bogus 
drug to Parliament during 
Prime Minister’s question 


time. At the time, it was 
reported Parliament thought 
Mr Amess was referring to a 
psychedelic drug called 
Methylenedioxybenzylamph- 
etamine. 

A spokesman for Mr 
Amess was keen to point he 
was not the Government’s 
new drug czar. She said: “All 
he is doing is facilitating the 
discussions of this commit¬ 
tee. He is not taking part in 
the work of the committee.”

Tenants also need to be free from legal problems with debt or outstanding possession orders, and your 
home mustn’t be due to be demolished. 

The government has plans to extend Right to Buy. If you’re a housing association tenant and currently 
not eligible for Right to Buy you can sign up to receive updates on the scheme by visiting our Right to 
Buy website. 

You can also look at other government schemes that might help you on www.ownyourhome.gov.uk . 




How much does it cost? 

Home ownership brings many benefits such as freedom to make changes, a sense of pride and an 
investment for the future. But 
it’s not the right choice for 
everyone and one of the 
biggest questions to answer is 
‘Can I afford it?’ 

When you buy a home you 
need to budget for one-off 
cosfs and ongoing cosfs. And 
you need fo allow for your 
finances fo change in the 
future. 

The one-off costs could 
include stamp duty, 
professional fees for a survey, 
conveyancing and other legal 
costs. The ongoing costs 
include mortgage or loan 
repayments, repairs and 
maintenance. If the property 
is leasehold (usually a flat) 
there will be an annual service charge and ground rent. There is plenty of guidance available to help you 
add up what this means for you.

With the Government’s official Right to Buy adviser service, you can get free 
and impartial advice as well as the help and support you need throughout the 
process of buying your home from filling in the application form to 
completing your purchase - if you decide it’s the right choice for you. The 
advisers can provide information on finding a mortgage, appointing a 
solicitor and arranging a survey. 

If you are midway through buying and have a problem, get in touch with 
the adviser service and they can help you. 

The advisers are available from Monday to Friday, Sam until 6pm. You can phone, email or chat 
online.

Trees nurture in death as muoh as 
in life. Around Jury Hill, their oaroass- 
es are nature’s skysorapers. Bugs, 
birds and rodents squat in their 
derelict shells. 

There’s not much to concern the 
rambler in these parts, although nav¬ 
igating the deafening A127 from 
West Horndon Station to Brentwood 
can be hazardous. Signs encourage 
motorists to be wary of pedestrians.

The climb up Jury Hill is gentle.

Q . I am a very 
small-scale 
private 

landlord. Is it true 
that people like me 
are now expected 
to check the 
immigration status 
of all prospective 
tenants? 

A. I’m afraid so. This is 
the so-called Right to 
Rent legislation, which 
applies to the entire 
country from 1st 
February 2016. 

Basically, it requires all 
private landlords in 
England - including 
people who sub-let or 
even just take in lodgers 
- to check that any new tenants have 
the right to be in the UK, before renting 
out their property to them. Failure to 
check could result in a fine of up to 
£3,000 per tenant, if they are 
subsequently found to be here illegally. 
The new rules are part of the 
Immigration Act 2014. A new 
Immigration Bill builds on the reforms in 
last year’s Act, and proposes new 
measures to make it easier for landlords 
to evict illegal tenants. It also creates a 
new criminal offence targeted at 
unscrupulous landlords who repeatedly 
fail to carry out the proper right to rent 
checks. 

Under right to rent, landlords should 
check identity documents for all new 
tenants and take copies. A range of 


commonly available 
documents can be 
used. These basically fall 
into two main 
categories: 1) things like 
UK passports, current 
driving licences and 
official paperwork issued 
by HMRC or the 
Department of Work and 
Pensions which prove 
that the holder has the 
right to permanent 
residence in the UK, and 
2) other types of 
document which are 
applicable to people 
who only have the right 
to stay in the UK for a 
limited amount of time. 
All new tenants - British 
citizens or not - will have 
to undergo these 
checks, but people with a legitimate right 
to be here should (at least, according to 
the Government!) have no trouble proving 
it. 

Needless to say, these new rules have 
received a mixed response - to put it 
mildly. Why landlords should effectively be 
made to do the work of the Border Agency 
is only one of the questions that have been 
raised, and pretty much ignored. Still, the 
fact remains that you and every other 
landlord will have to abide by the rules. The 
Government says it will be providing all 
landlords with guidance notes - but in the 
meantime, if you want to know more, you 
can check the Home Office website. 
Alternatively, of course, if you use a 
reputable lettings agent, they can do the 
checks for you.

A funky car with plenty of character

WITH cars like the Fiat 500, Toyota Aygo, 
Renault Twingo and now Vauxhall’s baby, the 
ADAM, funkiness and individuality seem to 
be the watchwords in the rapidly-expanding 
city car sector. 

Small cars like these are ideal for zipping 
around the city - being both highly economi¬ 
cal and easy to park - and give owners an 
individual touch. 

The ADAM offers countless variations to 
further enhance any one of the specifications 
on offer, which include odd sounding names 
like Jam, Glam and Rocks. It now also offers 
an excellent three cylinder petrol engine. 

This small car carries the Vauxhall styling 
cues of its siblings, but is right up there in 
the funky looks stakes. The customisation 
packs offer a choice of 12 body colours, 15 
seat designs, 20 alloy wheel styles, three 
printed headliners and 18 interior decor pan¬ 
els. 

A three-door hatch with four seats and just 
3.7 metres long, it comfortably accommo¬ 
dates four people and features a zesty one- 
litre turbo-charged engine. The 113bhp unit, 
mated to a slick six-speed gearbox, is 
refined and quiet and is surprisingly muscu¬ 
lar on the motorway where the small engine 
responds well and never feels like it is run¬ 
ning out of steam. 

Road, wind and engine noise is also well 
suppressed. But its real strength is around

the city streets, where it is quick off the 
mark, hitting 62mph in just under 10 sec¬ 
onds - a real boon on congested city 
streets, as is the is the light, but responsive 
steering. 

Fuel economy is impressive, with nearly 
58mpg claimed, but not achieved in the real 
world, and C02 emissions of 114g/km. 

A 1.2 and 1.4-litre petrol engine are also 
available, but none fall below the 99g/km to 
exempt it from road tax and congestion 
charge. 

The ride was firm, but otherwise it is a 
delight to drive. It looks good and, in my 
book, is just as good as the excellent Fiat 


500. 

It is amazing how a lack of a high-quality 
soft touch finish can be mitigated by a jazzy 
painted and plastic finish to dash and doors. 

Controls are neat and logically placed and, 
on this model, the optional entertainment 
system supports new media sources, includ¬ 
ing Bluetooth, as well as connectivity for 
smartphones with Android or Apple iOS 
software. This enables access to Internet- 
based applications, including GPS naviga¬ 
tion. 

The system uses a state-of-the-art seven- 
inch, full-colour touch screen display, allow¬ 
ing quick access to a variety of on-board 


controls. 

Designed specifically as a four-seater, 
occupants have decent head and leg room, 
although the boot space suffers as a result, 
offering only 170 litres. 

It is also a squeeze getting into the rear 
seats, and accommodating an admittedly 
slightly larger than normal pushchair defeat¬ 
ed me. 

But this is not a family car and is brilliant at 
what it was designed for. All models are 
pretty well equipped with Bluetooth, air con, 
digital radio and cruise control. 

An extensive safety kit includes six airbags, 
stability control, tyre pressure monitoring and 
daytime running lights. 

Prices start at £13,445, for a well- 
equipped, funky and cheap to run car with 
plenty of character.

PHIL Brown’s Shrimpers had to 
be eontent with a point after Doug 
Loft’s freak last-minute strike 
denied the play-off hopefuls a 
deserved win on Saturday. 

The Blues made a positive start 
and were rewarded when Joe Pig- 
ott found Stephen MeLaughlin 
who drew Stuart Nelson and 
lobbed a fine effort home from 
the edge of the box, with barely 
11 minutes on the eloek. 

Having only just pipped lowly 
Seunthorpe in midweek, the Gills 
struggled to break down an equal¬ 
ly determined Southend rear¬ 
guard, with Luke Prosser making 
the bloek of the half to deny 
Bradley Daek. 

Southend - on the balanee of 
play - eertainly deserved to be 
further ahead and shortly after the 
lively Anthony Wordsworth had 
seen his angled drive flash inehes 
wide, Ben Coker - in unfamiliar 
territory - tried his luek from his 


half-eleared eorner and Nelson 
was foreed into another save. 

On 27 minutes David Mooney 
appeared to be floored by John 
Egan when elear in on goal, but 
the referee waved play on mueh to 
the Irishman’s frustration and the 
animated Southend beneh. 

Again, the league leaders 
offered little in reply before the 
break, with only a elose-range 
Daek header barely stretehing 
keeper Daniel Bentley. 

But it was very mueh baeks 
against the wall after the interval as 
Southend had to defend for their 
lives. A well-proteeted Bentley was 
rarely troubled until 85 minutes 
when he did well to fend off play- 
maker Daek’s elose range effort. 

Southend, and the majority of a 
near-full Priestfield, thought they 
had inflieted a first home defeat 
of the season on former Blues’ 
left-baek Justin Edinburgh’s side. 

But sub Loft had other ideas and 
his 45-yard punt on 89 minutes 
swerved, beat Bentley in the air 
and eruelly bouneed over the line. 

A relieved Loft later admitted: 
“Southend are one of the better 


teams we have played this season 
and they should be up there at the 
end of the season. But we proba¬ 
bly deserved something out of the 
game and the goal showed our 
never-say-die attitude.”
